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Core Strength, Joint Flexibility For 


Better And Safer Running Performance 
Practical Fitness With Wayne L. Westcott 


By WAYNE WESTCOTT 

Many runners spend all 
of their exercise time run- 
ning, when some of that 
time would be better used 
for complementary physical 
conditioning. This is espe- 
cially true this time of year 
when cross-country and road 
races are very prevalent and 
popular. I recommend that 
you set aside some training 
time to improve your core 
(midsection/lower back) 
strength and joint flexibility 
(hip/back) to reduce injury 
risk (especially low back 
issues) and to enable better 
fall/winter running experi- 
ences. 

With respect to core 
strength, distance runners 
encounter relatively high 
levels of repetitive stress in 
their lower back area due 
to the landing force/shock 
absorption that is transmit- 
ted through their leg bones 
to their lumbar spine struc- 
tures. The lower back mus- 
cles are continually engaged 
in maintaining an erect and 
efficient running posture 
throughout each training 
session and race. The ab- 
dominal muscles also play a 


major role in effective run- 
ning by assisting both pos- 
tural alignment and breath- 
ing mechanics, especially 
air exhalation. 

Core Strength 

If you have access to re- 
sistance machines, the best 
exercises to strengthen the 
midsection muscles are the 
low back machine, the ab- 
dominal machine, and the 
rotary torso machine that 
addresses the four oblique 
muscles on both sides of the 
trunk. If you train at home, 
I recommend the following 
exercises for conditioning 
the core muscles. 

1. Basic Trunk Curl: 
Lie face-up with knees 
slightly bent and feet on 
floor. Slowly curl your up- 
per back off the floor until 
your lower back is pressed 
firmly against the floor. 
Place your hands _ behind 
your head to keep your neck 
in a neutral (straight) posi- 
tion throughout each repeti- 
tion. Perform 15 to 30 con- 
trolled trunk curls to directly 
impact the front abdominal 
(rectus abdominis) muscles. 

2. Basic Trunk Exten- 


sion: Lie face-down with 


every repetition. 


your hands folded beneath 
your chin. Slowly curl your 
chest off the floor until your 
midsection is pressed firmly 
against the floor. If per- 
formed properly, you will 
feel a strong contraction in 
your lower back (erector 
spinae) muscles after just a 
few (5 to 10) trunk exten- 
sions. Some people need to 
anchor their feet/ankles to 
the floor and place a pillow 
under their hips in order to 
successfully raise their chest 
off the floor. 

3. Twisting Trunk 
Curls: Lie face-up with 
hands _ loosely-clasped be- 
hind your head, both feet 
off the floor, with your right 
leg straight and your left 
leg bent. Curl your upper 
back off the floor and main- 
tain the curl-up position 
throughout the exercise. 
Slowly bring your right el- 
bow and left knee together, 
then reverse leg positions 
and bring your left elbow 
and right knee together (or 
as close as possible). This 
exercise challenges your 
abdominal, oblique, and hip 
flexor muscles throughout 
Aim for 
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about 10 to 15 leg alterna- 
tions in approximately 20 to 
30 seconds. 

Although one set of each 
exercise should be suf- 
ficient, you may perform 
additional sets if you so de- 
sire. Remember that slower 
exercise movements require 
more muscle tension than 
faster repetitions. 

Joint Flexibility 

Many runners develop 
tight muscles, especially 
in the rear thighs and low- 
er back. Tight hamstring 
(rear thigh) muscles actu- 
ally present two problems 
for runners: increased in- 
jury risk and increased work 
effort for the quadriceps 
(front thigh) muscles. One 
of the best ways to stretch 
the hamstring muscles, and 
simultaneously strengthen 
the typically weaker quadri- 
ceps muscles, is performing 
full-range leg extensions 
on well-designed weight- 
stack machines. If these 
are not available, consider 
two highly-effective stretch- 
ing exercises that loosen 
up both the hamstrings and 
lower back muscles. 

Figure 4 Stretch:

RUN TO HONOR VETERANS fe 


Sit on the floor with your 
right leg straight and your 
left leg bent so that your 
left foot contacts your right 
inner thigh (resembling a 
figure 4 position). Gently 
reach your right arm for- 
ward and grasp your right 
leg, ankle, or foot in a com- 
fortably stretched position. 
Your right hamstring should 
feel taught but not painful. 
Hold the stretch for about 30 
seconds, then repeat, reach- 
ing a little further on your 
second stretch. Switch leg 
positions and perform the 
same stretching sequence 
with your left arm and left 
leg. You may perform this 
exercise more than once 
with each leg. 

Letter T Stretch: 

Lie on the floor with 
both legs straight and your 
arms extended at right an- 
gles from your shoulders 
(resembling a letter T posi- 
tion). Gently lift your right 
leg as high as possible and 
cross it Over your body, at- 
tempting to touch your right 
foot to your left hand. You 
Should feel this stretch in 
your hamstring and lower 
back muscles as you hold 
the stretched position for 
about 30 seconds. Return 
to the beginning position 


WAYNE WESTCOTT 
and perform the stretch to 
the right by bringing your 
left foot up and across your 
body, attempting to touch 
your left foot to your right 
hand. I recommend alter- 
nately stretching at least 
twice to the left and twice to 
the right for best results. 

Performing these core 
strengthening and _ stretch- 
ing exercises two or three 
times each week could pay 
significant dividends for 
both better and safer run- 
ning experiences through- 
out the fall/winter months.

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Cahill Tops Ballot 
In School Board

e¢ Five Others Nominated 
¢ O’Donnell Out Of Race 
¢ Turnout 8.11 Percent

Making her first bid for 
elected office, Tina Cahill 
topped the field in the recent 
School Committee prelimi- 
nary election. 

The Sept. 14 preliminary 
race featured seven candi- 
dates, the top six of whom 
advanced to the final elec- 
tion on Nov. 2. The three 
candidates with the most 
votes in November will win 
four-year terms on the com- 
mittee. 

Cahill, a Grenwold Road 
resident, gamered 2,330 
votes en route to her first- 
place finish. Incumbent 
committee member Em- 
ily Lebo of Highland Av- 
enue was second with 2,216 
votes. Courtney Perdios, a 
Ruggles Street resident who 
in February was appointed 
to an open seat on the com- 
mittee, finished third with 
1,984 votes. 

Placing fourth in the 
preliminary was political 
newcomer. Liberty Schaaf 
of Howe Street, who net- 
ted 1,915 votes. Incumbent 
Douglas Gutro of Amold 
Street came in fifth with 
1,777 votes, and first-time 
candidate Liz Speakman of 
Merrymount Road finished 
in sixth place with 1,351 
votes. 

Finishing in seventh 
place, and eliminated from 
the race, was first-time 
candidate Ellen Patterson 
O’Donnell of Hatherly 
Road with 857 votes. _ 

Cahill was the top vote 
getter in three of the city’s 
six wards, topping the bal- 
lot in Ward 5, where she re- 
sides, as well as Wards 4 and 
6. Cahill finished second in 
Wards 2 and 3 and third in 


Ward 1. 

Lebo was the top vote 
getter in Ward 3, her home 
ward. She finished second 
in Wards 1, 4, 5 and 6 and 
fourth in Ward 2. 

Perdios topped the ballot 
in Ward 2, her home ward, 
and came in third in both 
Wards 3 and 6. 

Schaaf was the top vote 
getter in Ward 1, her home 
district. She finished third in 
the voting in Ward 4. 

Gutro was the third-high- 
est vote getter in Ward 2, 
where he resides, and Ward 
5, which he formerly repre- 
sented on the City Council. 

Speakman and 
O’Donnell polled sixth and 
seventh, respectively, in all 
six wards. 

Turnout in the prelimi- 
nary election was 8.11 per- 
cent, with 5,169 of the city’s 
63,755 registered voters 
casting ballots. Ward 1 had 
the highest turnout in the 
city at 12.84 percent, fol- 
lowed by Ward 5 (9.44 per- 
cent), Ward 6 (8.47 percent), 
Ward 3 (7.57 percent), Ward 
2 (6.03 percent) and Ward 4 
(4.51 percent). 

The Nov. 2 election will 
also feature four contested 
City Council races. All city 
councillors are elected to 
two-year terms. 

Four candidates are run- 
ning for the three at-large 
spots. All three incumbents 
— Noel DiBona of Chick- 
atabot Road, Nina Liang of 
Grand View Avenue, and 
Anne Mahoney of Ferriter 
Street — are seeking reelec- 
tion. Joining them on the 
ballot is William Burke of 
Rice Road, who ran unsuc- 
cessfully for state repre-

Mayor Thomas Koch in 
March announced Quincy 
would be receiving $463 
million from the American 
Rescue Pian Act, a $19 
trillion federal bill signed 
into law earlier that month. 
Communities have until 
December 2024 to use their 
ARPA money on eligible 
initiatives. 

In May, Koch announced 


the city would be using a 
portion of the city’s ARPA 
money and part of the $10.7 
million earmarked for Quin- 
cy College - which was 
awarded separately from the 
funds the city itself received 
— to purchase the Munroe 
Building and a nearby park- 
ing lot in Quincy Center for 
$15 million.

This will be the third time 
McCarthy and Murphy have 
run against each other. 


In Ward 2, incumbent 
Anthony Andronico of En- 
dicott Street and Steven 
Perdios of Ruggles Street 
both qualified for the bal- 
lot. Andronico, who had 
been serving on the School 
Committee, was appointed 
to the Ward 2 seat in Janu- 
ary following the resigna- 
tion of longtime councillor 
Brad Croall. (Courtney and 
Steven Perdios are mar- 
ried, and this is believed to 
be the first time a wife and 


husband have both appeared ° 


on the ballot together in the 
city’s history.) 


In Ward 5, incumbent 
Charles Phelan Jr. Fenno 
Street is opposed by Ste- 
phen Christo of Standish 
Avenue. The two ran against 
each other for an open seat 
in 2019. 

The remaining incum- 
bent councillors — Ward 
3 Councillor Ian Cain of 
Forbes Hill Road, Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci 
of Cross Street and Ward 6 
Councillor William Harris 
of Ashworth Road — are run- 
ning unopposed. 

There is no mayoral elec- 
tion in Quincy this year.

Cont’d From Page 3 
deserve an opportunity to 
provide direct input into 
how federal COVID-19 re- 
lief funds are spent,” Andro- 
nico said in a statement prior 
to the meeting. “Although 
the Mayor’s Office has fi- 
nal say on how these funds 
are allocated, I believe the 
Administration should take 
the same steps followed by 


many other municipalities 
that have a mayoral form of 
government and solicit in- 
put from residents. 

“To this point, the Coun- 
cil and the public have only 
been informed through the 
news of where federal relief 
funds are headed and an ac- 
counting update on remain- 
ing relief funds would allow 
the public to understand 


which shared priorities we 
may be able to invest in 
moving forward.” 

In his resolution, Andro- 
nico wrote that “Fall River, 
Lowell, Newton, Pittsfield, 
Springfield, Weymouth and 
Worcester have either had 
public meetings or created 
online surveys for residents 
to submit feedback on how 
ARPA funds in their com- 


munity should be spent.” 

In addition, he noted the 
Quincy Public Schools “re- 
cently held an online infor- 
mation and feedback session 
to review with stakehold- 
ers potential plans for their 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Emergency Re- 
lief (ESSER III) Funds from 
the ARPA.” 


Palmucci: Regulate Use Of Downtown Spaces

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci has proposed a 
new ordinance to regulate 
the use of public spaces 
within the downtown dis- 
trict. 

Palmucci introduced 
his ordinance at Monday’s 
meeting of the City Coun- 
cil, where it was referred to 
committee for consideration 
at a future date. 

“Now that we have cre- 
ated these public spaces, 
we need to set up rules 
to protect them and make 


them available to the com- 
munity,” Palmucci said in a 
statement prior to Monday’s 
meeting. 

The proposed ordinance 
would make the mayor’s of- 
fice, or its designee, respon- 
sible for overseeing public 
spaces within the downtown 
district. 

The ordinance _ states 
that “the City shall charge 
a reasonable fee for any 
for-profit uses of the public 
spaces. A for-profit use shall 
be defined as any use that 
charges a fee for its activi- 


ties or services occurring on 
the public space.” 

Organizations recog- 
nized as non-profits under 
Section 501(c)(3) of federal 
code would be able to use 
the space without a fee. The 
ordinance states that “non- 
profit uses shall be granted 
preference over for-profit 
uses.” 

In addition, the ordinance 
states “Any and all uses of 
the public space shall re- 
quire the provision of li- 
ability insurance deemed 


adequate for the use by the 
Office of the Mayor, or its 
designee. 

“No use of the public 
space shall be permitted to 
permanently alter or cause 
damage to the physical 
structures of said spaces. A 
bond may be required for 
use, if deemed necessary by 
the Office of the Mayor or 
its designee. 

“The City shall respect 
the right of free speech and 
assembly in all public spac-

New Residential Building 
Eyed For Willard Street

Area residents expressed 
concerns about a five-story, 
32-unit residential build- 
ing proposed on Willard 
Street during a recent public 
hearing, saying the project 
would be too big and would 
add to traffic woes in West 
Quincy. 

Developer Michael 
Moore has proposed con- 
structing the new building 
at 510-516 Willard St. The 
two parcels contain 35,930 
square feet of land accord- 
ing to the city’s online re- 
cords. Three homes — two 
two-family homes and sin- 
gle-family one — are pres- 
ently located on the proper- 
ties. The majority of the site 
is within a Residence C zon- 
ing district; the rear part of 
the site is zoned Residence 
B. 

The Planning Board held 
a public hearing on the pro- 
posal on Sept. 8. No vote 


was taken that evening and 
the item is scheduled to be 
taken up again on Nov. 10. 
The project is also subject to 
review by the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 

Edward Fleming, 
Moore’s attorney, said his 
client had presented plans 
for a similar 32-unit build- 
ing to the community at a 
neighborhood meeting and 
to the Quincy Planning De- 
partment several years ago. 
The proposal at that time 
only included the land at 
510 Willard St., Fleming 
said, and the plan called for 
fewer parking spaces than 
what is currently being pro- 
posed, 

Since then, Fleming said 
Moore was able to purchase 
the abutting property at 514- 
516 Willard St. and incorpo- 
rate it into the proposal. The 
64 parking spaces — two per 
each unit ~ included in the 
new plan meets the require- 


ments of the city’s zoning 
code for Residence B and C 
districts. 

“That was quite a bit of 
work that went into this pro- 
posal, quite a bit of revision, 
and quite a bit of additional 
expense on the part of Mr. 
Moore, because he took 
the neighbors’ concerns to 
heart, he took the Planning 
Department’s plan to heart,” 
Fleming said. “We think it is 
a great proposal as it is pre- 
sented.” 

About two-thirds of the 
64 parking spaces would be 
located within the building 
on the ground floor, accord- 
ing to project architect Brian 
Donahue. Six surface spaces 
would be available in front 
of the building for guests 
with additional parking for 
residents of the building in 
the back. 

The residential units 
would be located on the four 
upper floors of the building.

Each floor would have eight 
units, seven with two bed- 
rooms and one with a single 
bedroom, Donahue said. 
The units would range in 
size between 900 and 1,400 
square feet. 

Donahue noted the proj- 
ect site sits between a six- 
story building to the north 
and a four-story building to 
the south. 

“There are certainly 
single-family residences on 
Loring Street towards the 
rear, so our thrust here was 
to really move the building 
forward and away from the 
smaller residential areas and 
move it to the Willard Street 
side where we felt it fit into 
the context much better,” he 
said. 

“Obtaining [514-516 
Willard St.] allowed us to 
move the building forward 
and reconfigure it.”

Major Delay Averted 
In MBTA Extension 


(Editor’s Note: The stories for this column were gleaned 
from the first edition of The Quincy Sun. The Sun’s first is- 
sue circulated the week of Thursday, Sept. 26, 1968.) 


A threatened potential year and a half delay in the MBTA 
extension to Quincy has been averted and 22 North Quincy 
homes spared from demolition. 

Mayor James R. McIntyre disclosed that the planned 
North Quincy transit station will be relocated 350 feet, pre- 
venting an ominous “long term” construction snag and the 
taking of the homes. 

But, despite the development, the mayor does not expect 
trains to be running to Quincy until early 1970, mainly be- 
cause of a construction slow-down caused by the ironwork- 
ers’ strike. MBTA General Manager Leo Cusik had pre- 
dicted the Quincy line would be in operation by Christmas 
1969. 

PEAK ENROLLMENT AT JUNIOR COLLEGE 

Quincy Junior College has reached another milestone 
in its 10-year history with a fall total record enrollment of 
1 687 students. 

The figure announced by President Kenneth P. White is 
122 students higher than last year’s. 

The growth the school has undergone in just a decade is 
shown by the comparison of this figure with the first enroll- 
ment in September 1958. Total students that opening year 
— 35! 

The college, keeping pace with its growth, now has three 
deans assisting White.

Movie Review: ‘Malignant’

Sept. 10-12 was not a 
good weekend for new re- 
leases. Studiog,weren’t ea- 
ger to release many movies 
in the shadow of “Shang- 
Chi and the Legend of the 
Ten Rings.” And consider- 
ing that movie’s $35 mil- 
lion second-weekend haul, I 
can’t say I blame them. The 
best-performing new release 
didn’t even come in second 
to “Shang-Chi,” it came in 
third behind the fifth week- 
end of “Free Guy.” I saw the 
horror movie “Malignant” 
on Friday night, a prime 
moviegoing time. and there 
couldn't have been more 
than ten people in the the- 
But | 
every one of those less-than- 


ater. guarantee that 
ten voices was screaming 
and laughing and screaming 
with laughter at the last act 
of this movie. 

Madison (Annabelle 
Wallis) is pregnant for the 
fourth time in two years, 
having suffered three mis- 
carriages. Her husband (Jake 
Abel) gets mad at her during 
an argument and smashes 
her head against the wall. 
He then goes downstairs 
where doors open, things go 
bump, and he’s... eliminat- 
ed from the movie. Madi- 
son’s sister Sydney (Maddie 
Hasson) later comments that 
“nobody deserves to die like 
that,” but yeah, he did. Un- 
less maybe you count get- 
ting off too easy as being 
undeserving. 

Madison is also attacked 
by the mysterious entity, re- 
sulting in miscarriage num- 
ber four, and even worse, 
the police (George Young 
and Michole Briana White) 
suspect her of the crime. 
She returns home only to 
be terrorized by visions of 
other murders. The victims 
were all doctors at a hospital 
where she stayed as a child. 
She gets a mysterious phone 
call from Gabriel, a sort of 


invisible friend from her 
childhood. He’s somehow 
behind the murders. and he 
clearly has plans for her, but 
who or what is he exactly? 

So far we have a horror 
movie like a million horror 
movies before it: cheap jump 
scares, a big house with lots 
of rooms and hiding spaces. 
childhood trauma (complete 
with an invisible friend), 
and a protagonist with a sto- 
ry that no one will believe. 
There’s even a killer named 
Gabriel, a name bad movies 
love to use for villains be- 
cause they think they re be- 
ing clever ironically naming 
an evil force after a famous 
angel. There’s so little origi- 
nality here that it’s actually 
a blessing when some of the 
actors give terrible line read- 
ings because at least those 
scenes stand out, if only for 
the wrong reasons. But then 
we learn the truth about Ga- 
briel, which rips off not one, 
but two episodes of “South 
Park.” 

Suddenly this is the most 
bonkers movie to come 
down the pike in years. We 
get a pair of action sequenc- 
es — one in a jail cell and 
the other in a police station 
— that take us back to the 
early 2000’s with “Matrix”- 
ripoff action and editing. 
Just like characters in that 
movie famously bent back- 
wards, so does at least one 
character here face in an odd 
direction. Mind you, none 
of this action is particularly 
“good,” it’s just memorable

because of the brutality and 
the nature of one of the par- 
ticipants. 

A movie as absurd as 
“Malignant” deserves an ab- 
surd letter grade. I’m giving 
ita B-minus-minus. The first 
80% of this movie is bland 
and terrible, the last 20% 
is over the top and terrible. 
Director James Wan is at 
his haunted-house-obsessed 
worst here, and [| could tell 
Wallis and Hasson were 
being coached by the same 
person who directed Elisa- 
beth Moss in “The Invisible 
Man” 
much Overiap in the acting 


because theres so 
stvles (but here the original- 


ity is gone). This movie is 


not worth a recommenda- 
tion in any sort of traditional! 
sense. yet | feel compelled 
to give it my highest recom- 
mendation. My screening 
ended after midnight and 
I was seriously tempted to 
immediately call up fam- 
ily members and tell them 
about the weirdness of this 
movie. “Malignant” had me 
laughing harder than any 
movie in the last two years, 
though I’m not sure it was 
always going for laughs. 

Grade: B - 

“Malignant” is _play- 
ing in theaters and avail- 
able for streaming on HBO 
Max. The film is rated R for 
strong horror violence and 
gruesome images, and for 
language. Its running time is 
111 minutes.

Spinach Rolls 


By MARIE 
Recently my son, Dom, made this simple 
recipe with spinach and it is a spinach roll 
and very easy to make. This recipe is al- 
ways a big hit with and a perfect side dish. 


DIRECTIONS and INGREDIENTS 


1 bag of fresh spinach 

2 eggs 

Salt and pepper 

¥% cup grated Romano or Parmesan 
cheese 

2 tablespoons of olive oil 


Boil % bag of the fresh spinach (keep 
the other half bag for the latter part of this 
recipe). 

Chop the cooked spinach up as fine as 
you can. 


In a skillet and in the hot oil start sauté- 
ing the spinach. 

Add the beaten eggs and % cup of either 
Romano or parmesan cheese, then add salt 
and pepper and cook until done. 

Set aside to cool slightly so it can be 
handled. 

Boil the rest of the spinach leaves for a 
couple of minutes until the spinach is limp. 

When cooled spread out the leaves and 
spread egg and spinach mixture in the cén- 
ter of each. 

Roll them up, tucking the edges under. 

Keep in a warming oven until ready to 
serve. 

These spinach rolls go with anything 
from pasta to chicken. When I made them, 
I served them with breaded chicken breast 
and cherry tomatoes and this was a pretty 
and colorful combination. 


Strawberry Chia Pudding 


By SUZIE 

In a serving of chia seeds (about 2 table- 
spoons), you get about 12 grams of carbo- 
hydrates, 11 grams of fiber (which helps 
keep blood sugar at an even keel), 9 grams 
of healthy fat, and 4.5 grams protein. 

They also contain all nine amino acids 
iN proper ratios and are a great alternative 
for vegetarians, since they are considered a 
complete protein. 

A serving contains 18 percent of the RDA 
for calcium (for healthy bones), 27 percent 
RDA for phosphorus (also important for 
bones, teeth as well as cellular structure) 30 
percent for manganese (also important for 
proper bone formation as well as skin integ- 
rity), as well as zinc (important for immune 
function and hormone balance) and copper 
(necessary for healthy skin, hair, and helps 
with the formation of hemoglobin). 

They are rich in omega 3 fatty acids 
which are needed for various important 
functions, including but not limited to ward- 
ing off cancers and arthritis, heart disease, 
and are imperative for brain health and even 
mood stabilization. 


STRAWBERRY CHIA PUDDING 


16 ounces fresh strawberries 

1 1/2 cups (or one 13 1/2-ounce can) 
coconut milk 

1/4 cup raw honey, or to taste 

1 vanilla bean, scraped or 1 teaspoon 
vanilla 

3/4 teaspoon finely grated lime zest 

1/2 cup chia seeds 

Place the strawberries, coconut milk, 
honey, vanilla, and lime zest in a blender 
and blend until smooth. Taste and add more 
honey if desired. 

Place the chia seeds in a large bowl, pour 
the strawberry mixture on top, and whisk 
thoroughly. 

Let stand for 10 minutes and whisk 
again. 

Cover and refrigerate for at least 4 hours 
and up to 3 days. 

Stir the pudding before serving. The lon- 
ger it sits, the thicker the pudding will be- 
come; if you find that it is too thick, whisk 
in a little water (or coconut water, if you 
have some on hand).

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Will Retiring Early @ 
From Work Affect 
My Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I stopped working at age 55, well before 
my full retirement age of 66 years and 10 months. I had over 
35 years working prior to retiring from work. I don’t intend 
to start collecting Social Security until my full retirement 
age. Will I be penalized for all those years between when I 
stopped working and my full retirement age? Signed: Plan- 
ning Ahead 

Dear Planning Ahead: Will you be “penalized?” No, 
because whenever you claim your Social Security benefit, 
it will be based upon the highest-earning 35 years over your 
entire lifetime (with the early years adjusted for inflation). 
Would your benefit be higher if you had continued to work 
and have high earnings longer? Probably, because earnings 
in the latter part of one’s career are usually considerably 
higher than those in the early years. But everyone’s situation 
is different. 

. Higher earnings today don’t necessarily replace those in 
earlier years because of the inflation adjustment. For exam- 
ple, someone with $50,000 in 1990 earnings would need to 
earn more than about $115,000 in today’s dollars to replace 
the earlier year. And keep in mind that your benefit com- 
putation uses.only the dollars which you paid SS taxes on. 
So, someone earning $500,000 this year would, for benefit 
computation purposes, only get credit for $142,800 in earn- 
ings because the latter amount is what Social Security FICA 
(or Self Employment) taxes were paid on. 

It is from your highest-earning 35 year history that your 
Average Indexed Monthly Earnings or “AIME” is deter- 
mined, followed by yet anotier formula to convert 
AIME to your “primary insurance amount” or “PIA.” Your 
PIA is what you are entitled to in the month you attain your 
full retirement age (FRA). If you claim before your full re- 
tirement age you’ ll get less than your PIA, and if you claim 
after your FRA, you’ll get more than your Primary Insur- 
ance Amount. If you delay claiming past your full retire- 
ment age, you’ll earn delayed retirement credits (DRCs) up 
to age 70, at which time your benefit could be as much as 
29% more than your PIA. Of course, you can also claim 
at any time between your FRA and age 70 to get all DRCs 
you’ve earned to the point you claim. 

So, as you can see, the Social Security benefit you get 
will be determined by two main things - your 35 year life- 
time earnings history, and the age at which you claim. You 
can’t do much now to change your 35 year earnings history 
(short of returning to work and having very high current 
earnings), but you can control when you claim. And that de- 
cision, of course, should consider your health and your life 
expectancy, how badly you need the money, and your mari- 
tal status. Your marital status is important if your spouse 
can collect a spousal benefit from your record, or if you are 
concerned about the amount your survivor(s) will receive if 
you die first.

City Council President 
Nina Liang said she is eager 
to resume in-person meet- 
ings, though councillors 
continue to meet remotely 
for the time being. 

The council has been 
meeting remotely amid the 
COVID-19 pandemic since 
March 2020. Gov. Charlie 
Baker had issued an emer- 
gency order allowing mu- 
nicipal bodies like the coun- 
cil to meet remotely at that 
time, and legislation enacted 
this past June allows virtual 
meetings to continue until 
April 1, 2022. 

Liang, in a recent inter- 
view, said she had been opti- 
mistic the council would be 
able to meet in-person this

month. With cases up amid 
the spread of the highly 
transmissible delta variant, 
Liang said that the body 
would instead keep meeting 
remotely for the time being. 

“When this first happened 
back in the spring of 2020, I 
thought — I think everyone 
thought — by May of 2020 
this would all be gone, so I 
was like, ‘OK, great, we’ll 
be back in-person by the 
time budget season comes 
around.’ That couldn’t hap- 
pen,” Liang said. 

“Then I thought, ‘OK, 
September 2020 we'll be 
back in-person,’ and then 
of course cases kept spik- 
ing. Then I thought Janu- 
ary 2021 we’ll be back in- 
person. After the holidays, 


cases kept going up. 

“With the vaccines com- 
ing out in the spring, I re- 
ally thought this September 
would be it — we would be 
back in-person — but now 
we have the delta variant 
and cases are increasing 
despite whether people are 
vaccinated or not.” 

Liang said the meetings 
would stay remote to protect 
the health of councillors, 
municipal employees who 
attend the meetings and the 
general public. 

“When it comes to us, 
yes, there are nine of us 
councillors, you have the 
council staff, the staff in 
the mayor’s office, but our 
meetings are all public. 
We want to make sure that 


whoever wants to come to 
the meeting can come to the 
meeting. Whether they are 
participating or just sitting 
in on the meeting, we need 
to make sure we guarantee 
that engagement and access 
and if I can’t do that in a 
way that is safe for every- 
one, I don’t feel comfortable 
doing it,” Liang said. 

“There are some folks 
who say, ‘I’m vaccinated 
and I feel comfortable com- 
ing in-person.’ Great, but 
what about the person at 
home that’s like, ‘well, I 
don’t feel comfortable com- 
ing in-person,’ and now they 
can’t participate.

Cont’d From Page 4 
cant’s traffic engineer, said 
the proposed building would 
create 140 new vehicle trips 
on a daily basis — 70 into the 
site and 70 out of it. During 
the peak commuting period, 
Dirk said the building would 
generate 10 trips per hour. 

“That is one additional 
vehicle trip every six min- 
utes during the peak hour,” 
he said. “It’s not a substan- 
tial increase in terms of traf- 
fic.” 

Members of the public, 
however, told the Planning 
Board they were concerned 
about the size of the build- 
ing and the impact it would 
have on traffic in the area. A 
pair of area residents voiced 
concerns during the public 
hearing, while others wrote 
letters to the board express- 
ing concerns. 

Sheryl Erikson, a resi- 
dent of Bunker Hill Lane, 
told the board the project 
should be reduced in size. 

“I appreciate the work 
that the developer has put 
into this, but the building is 
too big for that lot of land, 
bottom line. West Quincy 
has been built up-with nu- 
merous projects. The traffic 
at rush hour is unbeliev- 
able,” Erikson said. “I do 
agree he bought the land, he 
is entitled to develop it, but I 
would like to see this project 
scaled down.” 

In a written letter to the 
board, Andrea Bartick of 
Salem Street said the city 
should impose a temporary

moratorium on new multi- 
family residential construc- 
tion. 

“With all this building 
going on, we will have to 
hire more police, firemen 
and school teachers, build 
more schools. Our water 
system is old and probably 
can’t handle all the addition- 
al apartments and condos. 
Our roads are a mess with 
all the traffic we have now. 
Traffic on Willard Street is 
so bad weekday afternoons 
cars are at a standstill,” Bar- 
tick wrote. 

“Again, I want to go on 
the record that I strongly op- 
pose this new building. We 
should stop all new multi- 
family buildings until what 
is in the process of being 
built is completed.” 


In his letter to the board, 
Gregg Constantino of Larry 
Place said he was extremely 
opposed to the proposed 
plan. 

“Willard Street is already 
congested with a lot of traf- 
fic, especially near the ro- 
tary going and coming from 
93 south and 93 north. Resi- 
dents on Larry Place and 
Larry Street already have 
a hard enough time getting 

in and out of street because 
of speeding during off-peak 
hours and lines of gridlock 
at rush hour,” Constantino 
said. “I can already imag- 
ine what a minimum of 64 
potential new cars will do to 
the area and added conges- 
tion.” 

Following the public 
comments, board chairper- 


son Richard Meade said 
members were still awaiting 
additional information about 
the proposal and asked that 
the hearing be continued for 
two months.

Liang said she is in regu- 
lar contact with City Clerk 
Nicole Crispo and Clerk of 
Committee Jennifer Man- 
ning, as well as her eight 
fellow councillors. 

“We are keeping an eye 
on things. We always have 
been,” Liang said. “We’re 
always talking and I am al- 
ways checking with my col- 
leagues as well, getting their 
input, getting their feedback 
on what they think and what 
they are hearing from resi- 
dents too.

Liang said she and her

smell of alcohol emanating from her person, she was con- 
tinuing to yell once outside of the vehicle, and her behavior 


became more erratic. 


While waiting for the prisoner transport wagon to arrive 
on scene, the operator unsteadily walked toward EMTs and 
began yelling and swearing at them. A Quincy Fire lieuten- 
ant stepped in between and Sergeant Greene and Officer 
O’Hare redirected the operator towards her car. As the op- 
erator was yelling towards firefighters on scene, she raised 
her arms towards her side and it was at this time that Ser- 
geant Greene and Officer O’Hare each grabbed an arm and 
brought them behind her. She began to struggle a bit, and to 
avoid going to the ground, officers guided her toward her 
car where they were able to get her into handcuffs. Due to 
her erratic behavior and unsteadiness on her feet, the option 
to perform standard field sobriety tests would not be safe, 


and were not performed.

“T think the thing that 
stuck out most for me, and 
I tell this story and I have 
been honored to tell this 
story so many times before 
now, is one time she had 
called me up 10 o’clock at 
night. Mind you, she was 
running for reelection too at 
the time in 2015. She calls 
me up at 10 o’clock and I 
thought I was in trouble. I 
pull over and was like, “why 
is she calling me,’ and she 
was like, ‘did you drink wa- 
ter today? Are you good? 
How are you feeling?’ That 
is who Michelle is. That is 
the kind of person she is. 

“When it comes to the 
work that she does and 
things she proposes and how 
she represents that city, she 
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is brilliant. She is incred- 
ibly thoughtful about the 
work she puts out there. She 
is very deliberate, very in- 
tentional, listens very, very, 
very well and pivots de- 
pending on what the people 
she serves wants. She is def- 
initely an inspiration to me 
and how I feel like I have 
been able to be a councillor 
these last six years. I am re- 
ally excited for her.” 

Wu is also someone who 
values relationships with 
neighboring communities 
like Quincy, Liang added. 

“She is also one of the 
people that appreciates re- 
lationships with surround- 
ing cities and towns She 
has been invested in Quincy 
well before her run for may- 
or — well before my time in 
joining the council,” Liang 
said. “She has come through 
for this city. She showed up 
for the city. She asks about 
our city and she recognizes 
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and acknowledges we have 
our own standing too so 
let’s work together, and she 
respects that. 

“I think people look at 
Boston and it is a behemoth. 
Of course it is. Look at the 
people who come from Bos- 
ton. Look at Marty [Walsh]. 
But she always comes and 
approaches it with respect. 
It’s like, ‘you’re our neigh- 
boring city, let’s work to- 
gether,’ and she has always 
had that mentality.

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City Salutes Seven Generals At Bridge, Park Dedication

Seven sons of Quincy neti : 
were recently ' recognized 
for their service to the Unit- 
ed States as the city dedicat- 
ed the new Generals Bridge 
and Park in Quincy Center. 

The bridge and park hon- 
or 18 generals in total who 
have served the nation since 
the Revolutionary War. Sev- 
en of the generals, who have 
served since World War II, 
are honored with statuary 
within the park. 

The park includes life- 
size statues of three four- 
star generals: Joseph Dun- 
ford Jr., James McConville, 
and Gordon Sullivan. Four 
generals have busts within 
the park: Francis McGinn, 
Ronald Rand, the late Ste- 
phen Keefe Jr. and the late 
Charles Sweeney. 

The park also includes a 
water fountain and bench- 
es. Flags of the Army, Air 
Force, Coast Guard, Marine 
Corps and Navy fly above 
one section of the park, 
while the flags of the United 
States, Massachusetts and 
Quincy fly above a separate 
section.

But frankly only when 
I traveled great distances 
from Quincy in my 42 years 
in uniform, only in visiting 
places that don’t have what 
we have, did I really gain 
an appreciation for what it 
means to be from Quincy. 
“What I learned from be- 
ing away is we can’t take 
what we have for granted. 
I also learned that the real 
strength of our country - 
and what will allow us to 
remain the land of the free 
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~ is the willingness, the 
simple willingness, of good 
citizens to answer the call to 
service.” 

Dunford closed his re- 
marks by saying he hopes 
the bridge and park inspire 
future generations to serve 
their country. 

“My hope is that today’s 
ceremony and the park and 
the bridge serve to remind 
us of what we have in Quin- 
cy, and reminds us of our 
responsibility to pass on our 
values and our traditions to 
the next generation of lead- 
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“I hope when young 
people visit the park and the 
bridge, they see that public 
service and service in uni- 
form is an honorable path 
to pursue, and I hope if they 
are inspired to follow that 
path...their experience is 
as rich and as rewarding as 
mine has been.” 

Michael Dunford — Gen. 
Dunford’s brother and a 
retired Marine Corps lieu- 
tenant colonel — said their 
parents, Joseph Sr. and 
Katherine, taught them 
valuable life lessons from 
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General JAMES C. McCONVILLE

General McConville has 
impressive academic cre- 
dentials, as he later attend- 
ed the Georgia Institute of 
Technology, the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point 
and was a National Security 
Fellow at Harvard.

McConville said. 

“T tell them it is not what 
is in the water, it’s what is in 
the people, because people 
from Quincy are honorable. 
They are resilient. They are 
hard-working patriots who 
are willing to serve their 
country in a time of war 
knowing they are putting 
themselves in harm’s way so 
others may enjoy freedom 
and prosperity. 

“Again, I want to thank 
all those veterans who 
raised their right hand and 
said, ‘send me,’ and I also 
want to thank their family 
members.” 

McConville said the 
bridge and park honor all 
those from Quincy who 
have served in the military. 

“Being part of this dedi- 
cation is very humbling for 
me personally, but it repre- 
sents so much more to me. 
It is a dedication to all the 
soldiers, sailors, airmen, 
marines and coast guards- 
men who have served our 
country, who represent our 
hometown, Quincy, and rep- 
resent it so well,” he said. “I 
am so proud to call Quincy 


my hometown.” 
During his remarks, Mc- 


Conville recalled playing 
together and participating in 
mock battles with Dunford 
while growing up before 
and serving together in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. 

“He is a great marine 
and I have been privileged, 
not only to serve under his 
leadership during the Hillies 
and Swampies campaigns, 
but also to serve with him 
in the Battle of Fallujah in 
Iraq in 2004 and serve un- 
der his command when | 
was the 101st commander in 
Afghanistan,” McConville 
said of Dunford. “Joe is a 
person of tremendous char- 
acter, a true patriot, and a 
great example of the heroes 
that come from Quincy.” 

McConville currently re- 
sides at Fort Myer in Virgin- 
ia, where he said he keeps 
a photograph of a young 
boy saluting and wearing a 
Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps hat. 

“That hat belonged to my 
great aunt Charlotte and she 
used to babysit this little boy 
and that little boy’s name is 
General Gordon Sullivan, 
and he is right over here,” 
McConville said, holding 
up a copy of the photo for 
all to see. 

'“Tt’s ‘been ‘such ‘a privi- 
lege to serve with the in- 


credible leaders who are 
with me today.” 

McConville’s _ lifelong 
friend, Kevin McCarthy 
of Quincy, introduced him 
during the dedication cer- 
emony. McCarthy said Mc- 
Conville brought with him 
to West Point valuable life 
lessons he learned growing 
up in Merrymount. 

“When Jim left for West 
Point at 18 years old 44 
years ago in the summer of 
1977, our neighborhood and 
lessons learned went with 
him. Quincy is a part of his 
DNA,” McCarthy said. 

“His illustrious military 
career and service to our 
country is one of the most 
amazing stories ever writ- 
ten. The Jim McConville I 
know is one of strong moral 
and physical courage. He is 
brave, cerebral, confident, 
decisive, empathetic, hum- 
ble, loyal and poised.” 

Gen. Gordon Sullivan, 
who was raised in West 
Quincy, served as the chief 
of staff of the Army from 
1991 to 1995. He had served 
as the Army’s vice chief of 
staff from 1990 to 1991 and 
had previously been the 
commanding general of the 
Ist Infantry Division. 

Sullivan’ ’ recalled his 
mother taking him as a child 


to the Abigail Adams Cairn 
atop Penn’s Hill, which 
marks the spot from which 
Abigail Adams and her 
son, John Quincy Adams, 
watched the Battle of Bun- 
ker Hill. 

“When I was old enough 
to think, the first thing she 
did was take me to the Abi- 
gail Adams monument and 
explain what Abigail Ad- 
ams did with her son. She 
showed him, on the day that 
Bunker Hill was under siege 
by the Brits. Most of you 
know that they won, with 
a big price,” Sullivan said. 
“That was a lesson to me.” 

Sullivan also remem- 
bered visiting the Fore River 
Shipyard during World War 
II with his neighbor, whose 
husband worked at the yard. 

“Some of the best war- 
ships in the world were built 
in that shipyard...that’s 
what Quincy did, and down 
in Hingham,” Sullivan said. 
“I saw Quincy men and 
women who contributed 
to the war effort with their 
sweat and some of them 
probably paid the price at 
the yard itself, because it 1s 
not easy to build ships.” 

Following his retirement 
from the Army, Sullivan 
served as the president, and 
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VETERANS STAND and are recognized for their military service at the city’s dedication of the Generals Bridge and Park in Quincy Center on Sept. 11. A moment of silence was also observed 
during the ceremony for all nearly 3,000 lives lost in the terrorist attacks 20 years ago on Sept. 11. Quincy Sun Photos/Robert Bosworth 
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CEO of the Association of 
the United States Army for 
18 years. Sullivan said he 
took that role to advocate on 
behalf of all servicemem- 
bers. 

“We don’t discriminate. 
If I am in there fighting for 
pay or other things, so be it. 
We are all in the same pot,” 
he said. “The reason I take 
great pride in these projects 
is if you stick your hand up 
in the air at some recruiting 
station and say, ‘send me,’ 
you are my hero.” 

Sullivan, who turns 84 
on Sept. 25, said he would 
serve again if given the 
chance. 

“There is nothing like be- 
ing in a uniform and serving 
the United States of Amer- 
ica. I have told many peo- 
ple, if I could do it again, I 
would. I’m not kidding,” he 
said, before adding, “I don’t 
know how good I'd be.” 

Introducing Sullivan dur- 
ing the dedication ceremony 
was Gen: Dennis Reimer, 
who served as chief of staff 
of the Army from 1995 to 
1999. Reimer said Sullivan 
played an important role 
during a period transition 
for the Army following the 
Vietnam War. 

“I congratulate the city of 
Quincy in making the bridge 
a symbol of recognition for 
these outstanding leaders. A 
bridge is something special 
because it allows you to go 
where you want to go,” Re- 
imer said. 

“We experienced that in 
the Army. We experienced 
the need for a bridge that 
took us from the Fall of Sai- 
gon in 1975 to the Berlin 
Wall in 1989. Gordon Sulli- 
yan was one of the key lead- 
ers that led us through that 
period of time. That period 
was based upon changing 
the Army, from a draft arm

tinteer- armry: it-was 


based upon recruiting quali- 
ty soldiers who have always 
been our hallmark; they are 
our credentials. And, it was 
based on tough realistic 
training. 

“That Cold War army 
won the Cold War and a 
decisive victory in Desert 
Storm.” 

Brigadier Gen. Ronald 
Rand grew up in German- 
town and Quincy Point and 
served 32 years in the Air 
Force. At the time of his 
retirement in 2004, Rand 
had been serving as the Air 
Force’s director of public 
affairs. Following his retire- 
ment, he served as the presi- 
dent and CEO of the Medal 
of Honor Foundation for 
four years. 

During the Sept. 11 dedi- 
cation, Rand said his fam- 
ily’s roots in Quincy run 
deep. 

“We Rands are a Quincy 
family and we have been 
for a long time. My mom’s 
family moved here in 1880, 
dad’s about 30 years later,” 
he said. 

“I have lived in 20 plac- 
es since I moved away and 
every where I have lived, 
every time somebody said 
where do you live, you tell 
them where you live. But 
if they say where are you 
from, the answer is always 
the same — I am from Quin- 
cy, Massachusetts.” 

One of 12 children, Rand 
said his parents, Allen and 
Dorothy, taught him and his 
siblings valuable life les- 
sons. 

“My dad served in the 
Navy during World War 
Il then made his living at 
Quincy shipyard like so 
many other people. He was 
the tower of strength in our 
family, and he could fix, 
build or cook anything. My 
mom raised 12 kids while

McGinn said he was in 
disbelief when he learned 
he was to be honored at the 
new bridge and park. 

“To say being part of this 
park and bridge among the 
generals being honored is 
humbling is truly the un- 
derstatement of a lifetime. 
When notified of being 
part of this dedication and 
monuments, many words 
and thoughts came to mind 
— disbelief, undeserving, 
confusion, surreal, just to 
name a few,” he said. “The 
realization that this park and 
bridge would be around for 
future generations of family 
has only added to the over- 
whelming feelings.” 

McGinn reflected on 
his experience growing up 
in the city, such as playing 
sports with other neighbor- 
hood children, swimming in 
the quarries, and taking the 
bus to Quincy Center. 

“I! offer this trip down 
memory lane to highlight 
that Quincy is a special city,” 
he said. “The city provided 
many opportunities for us 
kids and young adults. We 
learned to deal with conflict 
at a young age and probably 
inadvertently learned many 
lessons in leadership along 
the way.” 

McGinn said he hoped 
his place among the seven 
generals would represent 
all members of the National 
Guard. 

“I hope that as part of this 
memorial I represent mem- 
bers of the National Guard 
that have gone before me, 
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some paying the ultimate 
price for our freedom,” 
McGinn said, including his 
own grandfather and name- 
sake, Francis M. McGinn, 
a member of the National 
Guard who was killed in the 
Philippines during World 
War II. 

“I would also like my 
place here to represent those 
guardsmen and women 
serving today. In the Mas- 
sachusetts Army National 
Guard alone, over 11,600 
have deployed overseas as 
part of ongoing operations 
since 9-11. The Guard has 
been increasingly called 
upon by Governor Baker 
and past governors to sup- 
port civilian authorities 
whether it be for hurricanes, 
blizzards, tornadoes, wild- 
fires out west, and over the 
past 18 months, domestic 
disturbances and support to 
COVID-19 relief efforts. 

“We stand by our motto, 
‘Always Ready, Always 
There.’ We in Massachusetts 
are proud of our heritage as 
the nation’s first among the 
54 states and territories, dat- 
ing back to the first muster 
on the Salem Green on Dec. 
13, 1636.” 

McGinn’s children, Kay- 
lee and Collin, introduced 
their father at the ceremony. 
As a daughter in a military 
family, Kaylee McGinn said 
she learned how precious 
time together can be. 

“When your dad is away, 
maybe stationed in another 
state or deployed, you begin 
to understand that your dad 
can’t be there for all your 
hockey games, he can’t play 
a round of golf, and he prob- 
ably won't be home for your 
recital,” she said. 

“As kids, we lost a lot of

time with our dad and we 
learned how to normalize it. 
It is a sacrifice, but you have 
to understand this sacrifice 
does not equate to the grav- 


ity of the duty each service- 
member is committed to.” 
Major Gen. Charles 
Sweeney of the Air Force 
grew up in the Montclair 


section of the city. He 
joined the then Army Air 
Corps in 1941 and piloted 
the B-29 that dropped an 
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atomic bomb on Nagasaki 
in August 1945. Sweeney 
continued to serve after the 
war and was deployed to 
France as the commander of 
the 102nd Fighter Wing of 
the Massachusetts National 
Guard during the Berlin Cni- 
sis of 1961. Sweeney served 
until 1976 and died in 2004. 

Speaking on his behalf 
was Navy Capt. Richard 
Stratton. Stratton, who also 
grew up in Montclair, was 
a naval aviator during the 
Vietnam War who was held 

as a prisoner of war for 
more than six years after his 
A-4 was shot down. 

Stratton said that Swee- 
ney was one of several 
North Quincy High School 
students from Montclair 
who joined the military dur- 
ing World War II. 

“When it came time, 
and their country needed 
them, there was no ques- 
tion about whether you went 
here or there. You didn’t go 
to Canada, you didn’t go to 
the woods — you went to the 
recruiting station and you 
signed up,” Stratton said. 

Sweeney took part in the 
atomic bombing of Hiroshi- 
ma on Aug. 6, 1945, Strat- 
ton noted, piloting a B-29 
that served as an observa- 
tion plane during the attack. 
Sweeney, Stratton said, then 
“manipulated it” so he could 
pilot the B-29 that would 
drop the second atomic 
bomb three days later. Pilot- 
ing that plane, he said, “was 
no small feat.” 

“Tt wasn’t just an average 
hop,” Stratton said. “The 
weapon weighed about 
two tons. You had to have 
enough fuel to get to Japan 
and back to Guam.” 

Stratton recounted 
Sweeney’s mission _ that 
day. Sweeney, Stratton ex- 
plained, was unable to at- 
tack the mission’s primary 
target, Kokura, because 
visibility over the city was 
too poor. Sweeney instead 
headed to the secondary 
target, Nagasaki, dropping 
the atomic bomb during his

second pass over the city. 
Sweeney then flew to Oki- 
nawa, landing on the airfield 
there as his plane ran out of 
fuel. 

“This is more than just 
aviation stories, because I 
am sure if you remember in 
August of 1945, the drop- 
ping of that second weapon 
is what convinced the em- 
peror of Japan to fold up 
the war, fold up the tent and 
unconditionally surrender,” 
Stratton said. 

“Now, when you _ get 
all of the blather out of the 
way and take a look at it, 
my neighbor, Charlie Swee- 
ney, right down the street in 
Montclair, is the man who 
won World War II.” 

Major Gen. Stephen 
Keefe Jr. grew up in 
Houghs Neck. He served 
in the Army Air Corps dur- 
ing World War, serving in 
North Africa and Europe, 
and transferred to the Air 
Force Reserve following its 
establishment after the war. 
Keefe would later work at 
the Pentagon and at the time 
of his retirement in 1982 
was serving as the assistant 
to the commander of 21st 
Air Force Group at McGuire 
Air Force Base in New Jer- 
sey. Keefe served on active 
and reserve duty while at the 
Pentagon and at McGuire 
Air Force Base. 

In addition to his career 
in the military, Keefe main- 
tained a law office in Quincy 
Center for 40 years and also 
worked as an assistant city 
solicitor under then Mayor 
Amelio Della Chiesa. Keefe 
died in 2015. 

David Keefe, a retired 
major in the Air Force Re- 
serve, spoke on behalf of 
his father at the ceremony. 
He said his father gained a 
sense of perseverance while 
growing up in Houghs Neck. 

“His life was interrupted, 
and this is, I think, a testi- 
mony to the kind of chal- 
lenges that anybody in the 
military goes through, with 
a call to service three times 
in addition to balancing a

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Presidents Top Oliver Ames For 2nd Win, 21-31

Both offenses performed, 
but the pass defense was the 
difference-maker. 

While the Quincy High 
football team threw for 130 
yards in its home opener 
against the Oliver Ames 
Tigers Sept. 17, the team 
played tough pass defense 
and made it hard for the Ti- 
gers to gain anything in the 
air. The Presidents held their 
opponent to one completed 
pass in eight attempts, win- 
ning the game 21-13. The 
win put the Presidents at 2-0 
on the season. 

The tough pass defense 
was on display in OA’s final 
two drives of the game. The 
Presidents turned the ball 
over on downs with 1:46 re- 
maining after an incomplete 
pass from the 27-yard line. 
On the first play of OA’s 
drive, the team’s quarter- 
back looked to connect with 
a receiver on a wheel route 
to the left side. It didn’t 
work. Caleb Parsons-Gomes 
intercepted the ball for the 
Presidents and ran it back 
30 yards into the end zone 
for a touchdown. Freshman 
Alex Martinez then made 
the extra point kick, giving 
the team a 21-13 lead with 
1:36 remaining. Before this 
drive, Quincy was up 14-13. 

The Presidents put pres- 
sure on OA on third-and-10. 
That included defensive end 
Nick Blasi, who forced a 
fumble. OA’s quarterback 
recovered the fumble, albeit 
for a four-yard loss. OA’s 
receiver did catch the pass. 
However, since it was late 
in the game and the team 
was trying to throw a pass 
and get out of bounds, the 
receiver caught the ball out 
of bounds.

Stephen Gallant was in cov- 
erage on the play for the 
Presidents. 

When the Presidents got 
the ball back, they knelt it to 
end the game. 

Although the Presidents 
won the game, they did trail 
by a point for part of the first 
half. 

Following the opening 
kickoff, Oliver Ames started 
the game with the ball on 
the 35-yard line. The team 
was quickly forced to punt. 
OA picked up five yards on 
the first run of the game, 
but then the Presidents got 
a stop. OA tried ‘a sweep, 
but defensive linemen Ri- 
ley O’Connell and Luke 
Murphy swallowed up the 
running back for a- four- 
yard loss. An incomplete 
pass with Parsons-Gomes 
in coverage then brought up 
fourth down and OA punted 
the ball down to the 20-yard 
line.

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Running back Gabriel 
Rodrigues (7 rushes, 34 
yards) started the drive off 
for the Presidents with a 
six-yard rush up the middle. 
Then, Stephen Gallant (6 
rushes, 17 yards) picked up 
six for the team. The Presi- 
dents went to the ground 
again for their next big 
play. However, they went to 
Walker this time. He picked 
up 23 yards on a misdirec- 
tion to get the Presidents 
into the red zone. He inched 
them further, picking up 
nine yards on a run and a 
facemask penalty to get the 
team to the four-yard line. 
However, a one-yard loss on 
a run and a holding penalty 
pushed the team back to the 
15-yard line.

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QPS Nurses Determining How . Christmas Parade 
Many Students Are Vaccinated

Quincy Public Schools 
nurses are working to de- 
termine how many students 
in the school system have 
gotten the COVID-19 vac- 
cine, Supt. Kevin Mulvey 
recently told the School 
Committee. 

At the Sept. 8 meeting of 
the school board, Mulvey 
noted 62 percent of all in- 
dividuals in Quincy ages 12 
to 15 — a group that would 
include QPS students and 
non-QPS students — were 
fully vaccinated against the 
coronavirus, as were 74 per- 
cent of individuals between 
the ages of 16 and 19. Those 
numbers were both from the 
state Department of Public 
Health’s weekly municipal 
report issued on Sept. 2. 

The Sept. 9 report from 
the Department of Public, 
which was released the day 
after the school board met, 
indicated 64 percent of indi- 
viduals ages 12 to 15 were 
fully vaccinated, as were 
75 percent of those ages 
16 to 19. The same report 
also states that 73 percent 
of those ages 12 to 15 were 
partially vaccinated, along 
with 83 percent of those 
ages 16 to 19. 

While the state has pro- 
vided community-level 
vaccination data, Mulvey 
said school nurses were in 
the process of determining 
how many Quincy Public 
Schools students have been 
vaccinated. 

“We are working on 
trying to actually identify 
how many of these students 
are QPS students and our 
nursing staff are working 
diligently to see if we can 
actually get a concrete num- 
ber as to how many of our 
students are actually vacci- 


nated,” he said. 

“Our nurses are working 
now through their databases 
to identify exactly, to the 
best of their ability, percent- 
age wise and numbers wise, 
how many of our students 
are vaccinated.” 

Mulvey said he hoped to 
present those numbers to the 
School Committee at its up- 
coming meeting on Sept. 22 
or at its subsequent meeting 
on Oct. 13. 

At a School Commit- 
tee meeting on Aug. 18, 
the superintendent had said 
approximately SSO of the 
4,400 Quincy Public School 
students eligible to get vac- 
cinated had done so. Rita 
Bailey, the district’s health 
services coordinator, said 
at the time that that number 
was based on a state data- 
base the district has access 
to, and could be higher if 
pediatricians administered 
shots and did not enter them 
into the database. 

At the Sept. 8 meeting, 
Mulvey said the 550 number 
he provided in August was 
based on information avail- 
able to the district through 
its SNAP system at the end 
of the previous school year 
in June. 

“{It] was snapshot at 
the end of the school year 
in June. It did not capture 
what may have occurred 
over the summer,” he stated. 
“Our nurses are now work- 
ing on updating the database 
against the state informa- 
tion, so we’re hopeful that 
we will actually have an 
accurate picture once the 
nurses are done updating 
the SNAP system, basically 
working to chronicle every 
student that has been vacci- 
nated in the system. 

“T’m hopeful that we will 


have an accurate picture 
for you either by the next 
school committee meeting 
or by Oct. 13. The nurses 
have been diligently work- 
ing on that since their return 
last week.” 

Ahead of the new school 
year, state officials on Aug. 
25 enacted a new mandate 
requiring all public school 
students ages 5 and up, staff 
in all grades, and visitors to 
schools to wear masks at 
all times, with certain ex- 
ceptions, while indoors at 
school. Masks are not re- 
quired outdoors. As of Oct. 
1, if a school demonstrates 
a vaccination rate of 80 
percent or more among stu- 
dents and staff in the school, 
then vaccinated individu- 
als in that school would no 
longer be subject to the state 
mask requirement. 

The state’s mask man- 
date was issued one week 
after the Quincy School 
Committee agreed to con- 
tinue requiring all individu- 
als in school buildings to 
wear masks while at school. 

At the Sept. 8 meeting, 
Mulvey said the Quincy 
Public Schools’ mask man- 
date would remain in place 
until the School Committee 
agrees to change it. 

“As I said at the last 
meeting, we won’t be mak- 
ing any changes to the mask 
mandate unless I meet with 
this body and this body de- 
termines that the mask man- 
date should be amended,” 
he said. 

The superintendent said 
he is awaiting guidance 
from the state on how the 
district can determine how 
many QPS employees have 
gotten vaccinated. 

“We have not received 
guidance from the state that 


would allow us to ask that 
question as of yet,” he said. 

Mulvey. on Sept. 8 also 
said a pair of COVID-19 
testing initiatives — pooled 
testing and test and stay — 
would begin this week with- 
in the school system. 

The pooled-testing pro- 
gram means nasal swabs 
from multiple individuals 
are collected in a single tube 
and then tested at the same 
time. If a pool tests posi- 
tive for the virus, additional 
testing — with either a rapid 
antigen test or a PCR test 
using a second swab taken 
at the same time the first 
sample is taken — is used to 
determine who in that group 
is positive. 

The test and stay pro- 
gram, which is new this 
year, allows close contacts 
to remain in school provided 
they take a rapid antigen test 
daily for at least five days 
and continue to test nega- 
tive. 

The superintendent en- 
couraged all staff and stu- 
dents — vaccinated and un- 
vaccinated alike — to sign up 
for those programs. 

“There are a number of 
questions that keep com- 
ing up from people calling, 
whether they need to do this 
if they’re vaccinated and 
the state is recommending, 
and of course we are too, 
that all students and staff, 
vaccinated or unvaccinated, 
participate in this program,” 
Mulvey said. 

“The whole idea of pool 
testing and test and stay is 
to maximize our ability to 
keep students and staff in 
schools safely and through 
this COVID-19 pandemic, 
and we can do that if people 
participate in pooled testing 
and test and stay.”

Wooden Tea Caddy — It 
seems strange today that early 
wooden tea caddies (special 
boxes for tea) were made with 
a lock and key. Tea was a very 
expensive drink in the 1600s. 
It gave added energy and af- 
ter the addition of sugar, milk 
and sometimes lemon, it had a 
pleasing taste. 
The earliest tea caddies in 
England were made of por- 
celain shaped like a_ bottle 
with flat sides and a lid. Most 
were made in Holland. By 
the 1700s, there were large 
tea chests (caddies) that were 
made of mahogany, rosewood 
and other attractive types of 
wood. The valuable tea was 
kept in a box decorated with 
ivory, brass, ebony or silver to 
show its importance. Most had 
two or three sections that held 
a glass liner for the tea. The 
tea was served in an important 
room, so the tea caddy was 
made to resemble the furniture 
of the day. 
A recent Cottone auction sold 
an English Tunbridge ware 
tea caddy with inlay pictur- 
ing Queen Victoria. The caddy 
was connected to a pedestal, 
also decorated with inlay. The 
impressive tea caddy sold for 
$2,950.
